End is 
near: 
Bank of 
Canada 

recession Canada’s econo¬ 
my will pull out of its 
worst recession since the 
early 1990s this quarter, 
the Bank of Canada said 
on Thursday, and the 
world economy has likely 
averted a worst-case 
scenario and is bottoming 
out. 

“With the economy sup¬ 
ported by better financial 
conditions and higher lev¬ 
els of business and 
consumer confidence than 
anticipated, the downturn 
in activity in the first half 
of the year has been less 
severe,” the bank said in 
its Monetary Policy 
Report. “And growth is 
now projected to turn pos¬ 
itive in the third quarter.” 

In April the bank had 
projected a turnaround in 
the fourth quarter. It now 
sees third-quarter growth 
of 1.3 per cent on an annu¬ 
alized basis, rather than 
the one per cent decline it 
forecast earlier, ending 
three straight quarters of 
decline. 

It also projects stronger- 
than-expected quarterly 
growth through the first 
half of 2010, but weaker- 
than-expected growth 
through 2011, when its 
current forecasts end. 

It said the recent rise in 
the Canadian dollar, 
which the bank attributed 
to higher commodity 
prices and a weak U.S. dol¬ 
lar, is moderating the 
overall pace of growth. 

The bank projects the 
currency will average 87 
U.S. cents, or $1.1494 to 
the U.S. dollar and said its 
strength will help boost 
import volumes starting in 
the second half of this 
year. 

The currency closed at 
92.04 U.S. cents, or 1.0865 
to the U.S. dollar. reuters

with mutual respect 

New chief faces poverty, land claim issues

Ending a nine-year leader¬ 
ship, departing Assembly 
of First Nations head Phil 
Fontaine instructed his 
successor to eradicate First 
Nations poverty as a top 
priority. 

But now that Shawn 
Atleo has taken over the 
reigns, the hostilities be¬ 
tween Aboriginals and 
mainstream Canada over 
some 900 outstanding land 
claims should be an equal 
priority. 

The 42-year old Atleo, 
who was elected national 
chief yesterday, believes 
both the federal and 
provincial governments 
“continue to operate from 


a position of non-recogni¬ 
tion,” according to his plat¬ 
form communique. 

The latest confrontation 
between the Canadian Bor¬ 
der Services agency and 
the Mohawk Council of Alc- 
wesasne at the eastern On¬ 
tario border crossing high¬ 
lights the situation’s ur¬ 
gency. Mohawk warriors 
burned bonfires around 
the CBSA compound. They 
wore camouflage and had 
a bulldozer on hand, ready 
to swarm in if the CBSA 
proceeded with the arming 
of its officers. It was a trav¬ 
esty for federal border 
agents to be chased out of 
office by such lawlessness. 

The Canadian public is 
tired of: The spectre of vio¬ 
lence in tense standoffs, 
blockades, and looming 
threats, all driven on by 
rogue Aboriginal activists, 
not necessarily supported 
by their own communities. 

No one wants violence or 
another Ipperwash. Gov¬ 
ernments are our elected 
representatives, obligated 
to control civic unrest for 
the safety of its citizens. 


A solution demands that 
we must start from a posi¬ 
tion of mutual respect, and 
Chief Atleo has his work 
cut out for him as the new 
leader of the Assembly of 
First Nations. 

As a businessman, and 
chancellor of Vancouver Is¬ 
land University, he has 
touted himself as a bridge 
builder, regional politician 
and champion of unity. 

The majority of AFN 
chiefs and Aboriginal pro¬ 
gressives see education 
and peaceful demonstra¬ 
tions as the best way to in¬ 
form mainstream Canada 
of the plight of First Nation 
peoples. Beyond this, both 
the federal and provincial 
jurisdictions need to sit 
down at the negotiating 
table with Aboriginal lead¬ 
ers. 

Dragging heels on the is¬ 
sue is objectionable given 
the frustrations on both 
sides. The only other op¬ 
tion is to await bloodshed.

dziekanski B.C. is adopting 
strict new guidelines on

Politicians, rabbis arrested after 
probe that included organ sales 


new jersey Dozens of New 
Jersey politicians, officials 
and prominent rabbis were 
arrested Thursday in a 
sweeping federal probe 
that uncovered political 
corruption, human organ 
sales and money launder¬ 
ing from New York to Is¬ 
rael, officials said. 

The 10-year investiga¬ 
tion, dubbed “Operation 
Bid Rig,” exposed influence¬ 
peddling and bribe-taking 
among a network of public 
officials and a separate mul- 
timillion-dollar money¬ 
laundering ring that fun¬ 
nelled funds through chari¬ 
ties operated by local rab¬ 
bis, said the U.S. attorney’s 
office in Newark. 

The cast of the 44 arrest¬ 
ed featured Hoboken, N.J., 
Mayor Peter Cammarano, 
who took office three

weeks ago in the industrial 
city visible across the Hud¬ 
son River from New York. 

“New Jersey’s corruption 
problem is one of the 
worst, if not the worst, in 
the nation,” said Ed Kahrer, 
assistant special agent in 
charge of the FBI in New 
Jersey, who has worked on 
the investigation since it 
began in July 1999. 

“It has become ingrained 
in New Jersey’s political cul¬ 
ture,” he said, calling cor¬ 
ruption “a cancer.” 


In scenes that could have 
been lifted from the hit TV 
series The Sopranos, they 
met in diners, parking lots, 
even bathrooms, officials 
said. 

“The politicians willingly 
put themselves up for sale,” 
said acting U.S. attorney 
Ralph Marra. 

The probe also uncovered 
Levy Izhalc Rosenbaum of 
Brooklyn, who is accused of 
conspiring to broker the 
sale of a human kidney for 
a transplant. According to 
the complaint, Rosenbaum 
said he had been brokering 
sale of kidneys for 10 years. 

“His business was to en¬ 
tice vulnerable people to 
give up a kidney for 
$10,000 which he would 
turn around and sell for 
$160,000,” said Marra.

AL-QAIDA One of Osama bin 
Laden's sons was probably 
killed by a U.S. missile strike in 
Pakistan earlier this year, Na¬ 
tional Public Radio reported, 
citing U.S. intelligence sources. 
A U.S. counterterrorism official 
said Thursday that Sa’ad bin 
Laden may be dead, “but it's 
not 100 per cent certain." He 
described the son of the al- 
Qaida leader as “a small player 
with a big name." 

COUP Honduras will not yield 
to international pressure for 
the return to power of 
President Manuel Zelaya, offi¬ 
cials said Thursday as Zelaya 
prepared a new bid to go 
home from exile. 

JAILBREAK Three prisoners es¬ 
caped from a jail outside the 
Belgian city of Bruges in a hi¬ 
jacked helicopter on Thursday, 
authorities said. Media reports 
said the escapees flew to the 
town of Aalter, then seized a 
black Mercedes from its female 
driver and robbed a service 
station before heading for the 
Belgian coast. 

FLU Children who have 
unexplained seizures and flu¬ 
like symptoms should be test¬ 
ed for infection with influenza 
A (H1N1) and treated with flu¬ 
fighting drugs, U.S. health offi¬ 
cials said on Thursday. They 
said four children in Dallas 
who got the virus in May had 
seizures or changes in mental 
status caused by brain 
infections and swelling. Some 
of the children experienced 
drowsiness and disorientation. 
Two of the four had seizures.

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Canada’s collective shame 

Video installation explores plight of missing women 



S arah Jean de Vries. 
It’s not a name I 
knew before seeing 
filmmaker Janis 
Cole’s video instal¬ 
lation, Remember Their 
Names, at a Toronto 
gallery, but I’d now be 
hard-pressed to forget it. 

Her missing poster, case 
No. 98-88486, reads like 
this: Known prostitute and 
drug user; black, white, 
Aboriginal, Mexican Na¬ 
tive heritage; age 28; last 
seen at Princess and Hast¬ 
ings streets on April 14, 
1998. 

She is one of 27 dead 
women Robert Piclcton 
faces murder charges for; 


one of 68 women, Indians, 
junkies and whores, miss¬ 
ing from Vancouver’s 
Downtown Eastside. 

Adopted into a white 
family in Vancouver, Sarah 
gravitated towards the 
DTES and its fellow out¬ 
siders. Black Sarah, as she 
was nicknamed, had a dif¬ 
ficult life; in her journal 
she lashed out at violent 
johns and insensitive cops. 

Not a week into her dis¬ 
appearance, friends and 
family postered and 
pushed police to act — not 
just for Sarah, but for 
dozens who had disap¬ 
peared since the 1980s. 

That inaction is Cole’s 
constant theme. A screen 
flashes quotes from police: 
“We’ve done as much as 
we could.” “We’re in no 
way saying there is a serial 
killer ... (or) the women 
are dead.” 

The installation loops 
footage of Sarah shooting 
up. “There’s three ways

you can go: Jail; dead; or 
end up a lifer down here,” 
she says. “I’m not the one 
to tell you not to do it be¬ 
cause I’m sitting here do¬ 
ing it myself ... but just 
stay away from it.” 

In a 1999 Seattle Times 
article, Sereena Abotsway 
echoed Sarah’s despair, 
saying she feared for her 
safety. She joined commu¬ 
nity marches to call for po¬ 
lice action as women dis¬ 
appeared. Two years later, 
she, too, went missing, one 
of six women Piclcton was 
convicted of killing in 
2007. 

This is Canada’s collec¬ 
tive shame, ignoring 
women like Sarah and 
Sereena, who felt fear and 
vulnerability with ur¬ 
gency, who asked for (and 
gave) help, but received 
none. 


It’s a tired ciy for a static 
situation: Why has noth¬ 
ing been done? Since 1969, 
18 women have disap¬ 
peared or been murdered 
on Highway 16, the High¬ 
way of Tears, in northern 
B.C. Last fall, best friends 
Maisy Odjiclc and Shannon 
Alexander disappeared 
from the Kitigan Zibi re¬ 
serve north of Ottawa 
without even their wallets, 
but for months police 
maintained the teens had 
simply run away. 

“No one cares, we are 
just junkie scum. Yet if we 
had been somebody im¬ 
portant and our daughter 
had gone missing,” Sarah 
wrote, presciently, before 
her disappearance, “no 
stone unturned, no rock or 
cranny would be left un¬ 
searched.”

McDonald’s shares slide 
after modest rise in sales 


McDonald’s Corp reported 
lower-than-expected June 
same-store sales Thursday 
and its shares fell 4.9 per 
cent after the top-perform¬ 
ing restaurant chain only 
matched Wall Street’s 
profit view. 

“The problem is that 
good isn’t good enough for 
these guys,” said RBC Capi¬ 
tal Markets analyst Larry 
Miller, who said as McDon¬ 
ald’s shares approach $60 
US, the company needs to 
show growth catalysts to 
lift its stock. 

As part of its second- 



quarter results, McDon¬ 
ald’s reported June sales at 
established restaurants 
rose 1.8 per cent in the 
United States, 4.7 per cent 
in Europe and 0.3 per cent 
in the region that in¬ 
cludes Asia and 
the Pacific, the 
Middle East and 
Africa. 

That was a 
2.6 per cent 
increase for 
established 
restaurants 
across all re¬ 
gions in June 


when analysts were ex¬ 
pecting a 4.8 per 
cent rise, according to RBC

McDonald’s — one of the

Despatie digs deep 



A lex Despatie hates 
to lose and you have 
to love that. At the 
world aquatics 
championships in Rome, 
Italy, Thursday, Despatie 
won a bronze medal on the 
three-metre springboard be¬ 
hind divers from China and 
the United States, his sec¬ 
ond medal of the champi¬ 
onships, but there was no 
celebration — no claim that 
he’s over the moon with the 
result. 

“There wasn’t anything 
really spectacular today,” 
Despatie deadpanned in the 
aftermath. “There certainly 
wasn’t from me anyways.” 

Indeed, the most decorat¬ 
ed diver in this country’s 
history was very good, but 
not up to his often spectacu¬ 
lar standards. With one 
dive left to deliver and rank¬ 
ing second he had a world 
championship within his 
grasp, but came up short. 
He was forced to settle for 
third and the eighth medal 
of his illustrious world 
championship career to go 
along with two Olympic sil¬ 
ver medals. 

“I guess I’m on the podi¬ 


um,” he shrugged. 

It’s been a difficult couple 
of years for Despatie. He 
fought back from a broken 
bone in his foot to win a 
dramatic silver in Beijing 
last summer. This competi¬ 
tive year has been a near 
washout because of an 
aching back. Still, he sets 
his jaw and loves to com¬ 
pete in pressure-filled situa¬ 
tions and that’s been his 
trademark since winning a 
Commonwealth Games ti¬ 
tle in 1998 in Malaysia as a 
tiny 13-year-old. 

“He’s the most prolific 
diver ever in Canada, bar 
none,” said Penny Joyce, the 
head of Diving Canada. 

At 24, Despatie has been 
at or near the top of his 
game for more than a 
decade and suddenly he’s 
the senior diver on the 
team. He’s led the way for a 
long time and he’s bound to 
keep paving the way in the 
future. This time he was 
forced to settle. 

“I got a bronze medal, so I 
guess I can’t be mad about 
that,” Despatie shrugged. 

But he clearly was angiy 
and that’s probably a good 
sign. 

Alex Despatie will likely 
resurface as the monarch of 
the diving world someday 
soon.

posed for photos with 
Shultz in front of his car. 

“This is a big event for 
Canada when they’re call¬ 
ing a guy like him to repre¬ 
sent our country and to 
show up in front and say 
those most famous words ... 
it gives you chills as a driv¬ 
er,” Tagliani added. 

Shultz also recalled the 
people he served with and 
those who were lost and in¬ 
jured in Afghanistan. 

“It’s a little tough to think 
about everything, but the 
troops that I had out there, 
they’re the ones that de¬ 
serve the recognition,” he 
said. 

Shultz now serves as Reg¬ 
imental Veterans Care War¬ 
rant Officer for Princess Pa¬ 
tricia’s Canadian Light In¬ 
fantry.

Zooey Deschanel has been 
getting as much acclaim 
for her music — with pro¬ 
ducer M. Ward in the 
group She & Him — as she 
has for her acting.

review If “war is a drug,” as 
states the on-screen quote 
at the beginning of The 
Hurt Locker, then its main 
character is clearly an ad¬ 
dict. 

In the latest movie to 
ponder the subject of war, 
The Hurt Locker takes a 
fresh approach to the re¬ 
cent glut of Iraq-themed 
films (Stop-Loss, Redacted, 
etc...) by pointing the cam¬ 
era specifically at troopers 
assigned to disable stray 
bombs. 

Whereas previous Iraq- 
based films suffered 
through audience indiffer¬ 
ence, this Kathryn 


Bigelow-helmed thriller 
wins big by focusing more 
on the nail-biting suspense 
of Man versus Improvised 
Explosive Device. 

Don’t get me wrong. It’s 
not all about unseen ene¬ 
mies. 

There is still the added 
uneasiness of omnipresent 
locals who purvey the sol¬ 
diers with suspicious, un¬ 
knowing eyes. But it is just 
that apprehension that 
Bigelow (Point Break) cap¬ 
tures throughout the film, 
giving it a thoroughly en¬ 
gaging heftiness. 

Jeremy Renner (28 
Weeks Later) stars as 
James, the leader of the 
bomb squad who constant¬ 
ly unnerves his fellow sol¬ 
diers with his recklessness. 
Based on journalist Mark 
Boal’s experience while 
embedded with such a 
squad, this film works 
more as a fascinating char¬ 
acter study than an action- 
packed thriller.

If you’re going to call your

Mike’s claim to fame is 
that he swears to tell “the 
ugly truth” about male/fe¬ 
male relations; lurid from 
the hip wisdom with little 
care placed on who he 
might offend. But although 
Abby generally loathes her 
popular star’s sexist ram- 
blings, she decides to take a 
page out of Cyrano De Berg¬ 
erac and use him to help 
her get with her neighbour. 

This being the sort of 
movie it is, guess who she 
really ends up with... 

From tender roles in stuff 
like the underrated Dear 
Frankie, to the macho ac¬ 
tion hero antics of 300, to 
pseudo-hip fluff like Rockn- 
Rolla, Butler is a seriously 
strong screen presence and 
here he proves that he also 
has a great sense of comic 
timing. 

Watching him spew out 
cheerfully rude vulgarites, 


smirking and smoldering 
is amusing and hints at the 
go for the throat picture 
screenwriters Nicole East¬ 
man and Karen McCullah 
were trying for. The char¬ 
acter (and the actor) be¬ 
longs in a better film. 

Director Robert Luketic 
(Monster In-Law) never finds 
the right tone to make any 
of the faux-screwball 
shenanigans anything more 
than an exercise in forced, 
fast talking (and filthy) fool¬ 
ishness. Even Heigl, so en¬ 
dearing in equally smut-lite 
comedies like Knocked Up 
can’t save it and genuine

Our Lady Peace 
avoids burn out 

Rock act's self-produced new record is 
looser, paired back and more relaxed

“It took us six other records 
to figure out how we truly 
wanted to make records.” 
That might sound strange 
coming from Raine Maida, 
the singer of Our Lady 
Peace, one of Canada’s 
most successful rock acts. 
The band has made plenty 
of massively popular discs 
before, so why now does 
he feel like he’s finally fig¬ 
ured things out? 

“We did it on our own,” 
he says on the phone from 
Los Angeles. “It’s back to 
the way this band begun. It 
was just the four of us 
trusting our instincts.” 

Maida’s referring to the 
fact that he and his cohorts 

— bassist Duncan Coutts, 
drummer Jeremy Taggart 
and guitarist Steve Mazur 

— are now an indie band, 
after departing Sony Music 
in the last couple years. 

They produced their new 
album, Burn Burn, on their 
own, mostly in Maida’s L.A. 
studio, and they’re self-re- 
leasing their disc. (Though 
major labels are distribut¬ 
ing the album.) 

Going the do-it-yourself 
route was a must for the 
band — if they didn’t 
break free from their label 
they would have likely bro¬ 
ken up. 


“If we didn’t do some¬ 
thing like this, after what 
happened on the last 
record, I don’t know if 
there would have been an¬ 
other record,” says Maida. 

The Toronto-raised 
singer explains that the 
previous disc, Healthy in 
Paranoid Times, took three 
years to make after the la¬ 
bel kept pushing the band 
to produce singles. 

The music industry was 
falling apart, so unlike pre¬ 
vious records, where Maida 
says the band was pretty 
much free to do what they 
wanted, this time around 
Sony wanted to make sure 
they had a big hit on its 
hands. 

“We’ve never gone into 
the studio trying to write a 
hit,” he says. “But all of the 
sudden it was like we need 
an actual hit. We’re always 
striving to make great 
records, but it got so con¬ 
voluted with all that other 
music business BS.” 

Getting back to basics re¬ 
ally has helped the band. 
Maida sounds rejuvenated, 
and the record is definitely 


an improvement over 
Healthy in Paranoid Times. 
While the band is still 
churning out epic rock ’n’ 
roll, the record is looser, 
paired back and more re¬ 
laxed. 

“We wanted a record we 
could play live,” says Mai¬ 
da. “You can abuse the stu¬ 
dio very easily by getting 
caught up with the all the 
tech. You can fix some¬ 
thing, add this in — we 
said from the beginning if 
it sounds good in a live 
room then that’s going to 
make the record. We didn’t 
want a bunch of overdubs.” 

Armed with the new disc 
and newfound perspective 
on the music business, 
Maida sounds certain that 
Our Lady Peace’s brush 
with a breakup is in the 
past. Now he’s ready to hit 
the road. 

“We feel it’s really time 
to get back to that real con¬ 
nection with fans where 
it’s very visceral,” he says. 
“We’re in amazing place 
right now. In fact, I can’t 
think of a better position 
to be in.”

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Winehouse denies assault

trial British singer Amy 
Winehouse told a London 
court on Thursday that 
she pushed a woman after 
a charity ball last Septem¬ 
ber because she had been 
scared of her, but denied 
her in the face. 

Dancer Sherene Flash 
has accused the 25-year- 
old star of punching her 
in the eye after she had 
asked the Grammy winner 
to pose for a photograph. 

“She (Flash) moved her 
left arm to lean down to 
me and tried to pose next 
to me,” Winehouse told 
the City of Westminster 
Magistrates’ Court in Lon¬ 
don, where she appeared 
in a grey suit and wearing 
her hair in her trademark 
beehive style. 

“Her friend came round 
in front of us and started 
taking a picture,” the 
Press Association quoted 
her as saying. 

“I was like, ‘Do I get a 
choice in this, hello?’ I 
pushed her up, like away. I 
wanted her away from 
me. It was more like an in¬ 
dication of ‘leave me 
alone, I’m scared of you’.

Flash said earlier that 
Winehouse appeared to be 
drunk or under the influ¬ 
ence of drugs when the in¬ 
cident occurred. 

Flash admitted she had 
had several alcoholic 
drinks that evening but 
denied being drunk. She 
said Winehouse “punched 
forcefully in my right 
eye,” adding that she was 
shocked and began to cry. 

Her lawyer added: “This 
was a deliberate assault by 
Miss Winehouse.” 

The singer won five 
Grammy awards in 2008 
and her album Back to 
Black won widespread 
critical acclaim. reuters 


Superheroes may come 
and go, but Stan Lee is for¬ 
ever.

Backed by Disney, the 
project is made up of seri¬ 
alized five-minute episodes 
with built-in cliffhangers 


that will be released every 
two weeks through De¬ 
cember. 

“Once it’s premiered on 
cell phones and the Inter¬ 
net, it could go anywhere,” 
Lee says. “It could become 
a TV series, it could be¬ 
come a movie. We want to 
start this one slowly and 
build up the fan following 
and get the excitement 
and the mystery behind it 


and have people talking 
about it.” 

Disney’s initial order is 
for 10 episodes, with a vi¬

1 each red and yellow pep¬ 
per, seeded and quartered 
10 oz (300 g) penne rigati 
or other pasta shapes 
10 oz (300 g) smoked trout 
fillets 
1 orange 

1 large avocado 

2 green onions, sliced 

2 tbsp (25 ml) capers, well 
drained 

1 1/2 cups (375 ml) arugula 

DRESSING: 

5 tbsp (75 ml) plain low-fat 
yogourt 

2 tbsp (10 ml) lemon juice 

1 tsp (5 ml) Dijon mustard 

2 tbsp (25 ml) chopped 
fresh dill 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) white sugar 
Pepper to taste 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat broiler. Place 
peppers on broiler rack, 
skin-side up, and broil un¬ 
til skins are blistered and 
blackened. Remove from 
broiler and place in plastic 
bag. Seal and set aside to 
cool. 

2. Meanwhile, bring large 
pot of water to boil and 
add pasta. Cook according 


to package instructions 
until al dente. Drain, rinse 
with cold water and drain 
well again.
